Nixon’s planned resignation 
was submitted to Mr. Huf- 
i stedler by a Nixon attorney, 
Dean S. Butler: It explained 
that Mr. Nixon would' be 
“engaged in matters other 
than Jaw'’ and said he was > 
preparing a formal letter of 
resignation to be submitted 
to the bar promptly. •
